BOISE - The Wendell School 
Board’s Wednesday decision to 
vacate a partially condemned 
middle school solidifies the 
school’s poster child status in the 
debate on whht to do about 
Idaho’s crumbling school. build- - 
ings.

Decision in Wendell n^ght not result 
in Ipng-teiinn alteration of school funding 


by many districts across the state, 
legislators said Thursday. And it 
will likely ^vc a lawsuit, which 
says the state is not living up to is 
obligation to provide a s^e learn- 
ing environment for students, 
more momentum at a critical 
time. 

But the school’s condemnation 
and closure won't likely move the 
Legislature from its steadfast 
insistence that local districts find 


local solutions to these problems. 

Most legators ore reluctant to 
sec the state get involved in build- 
ing schools. In fact, most ideas 
coming from the Statehouse 
include measures to preserve 
local control and responsibility. 

However, something on the 
horizon could make lawmakers 
think twice about their role in 
helping fix unsafe classroom con- 
ditions. 


“The big motivation will be the 
court ' date,’’ said Sen. Gary 
Schrbeder, R-Moscow, chairman 
of. the ' Senate Education 
Committee. 

Dozens of school districts have 
joined in a lawsuit which aims, at 
getting the state to assume some 
of the burden for school construc- 
tion. Wendell is not involved in 
the suit, which will begin with 
opening arguments March 7.

WENDELL - Wendell Middle School stu- 
dents are heading to high school sooner than 
they had planned, and they’re not sure what 
to make of it. 

They have mixed feelings about a School 
Board plan, annoimced Wednesday, to dose 
the aging middle school, move the students 
over to the high school and impose a block 
schedule. 

“I think it’s going to be weird going to 
school just three days a week,’’ said ei^th- 
gradcr Jysen Lancaster, watching as students 
deaned out their lockers. “This move feels 
unorganized and rushed. Nobody asked us 
what we wanted. I wish we could have just 
stayed here until the end of school.” 

“I never felt we were in any danger from 
the school falling in on us,” eighth-grader 
Bonnie Scars added. “VS^hat are the odds that 
we're going to have an earthquake soon? It 
‘ would have been better if we could have just 
stayed puc"

After middle school staff packs up class 
rooms and offices for the move to the high 
school, school will resume Feb. 28. Hours will 
remain normal, but the schedule won’t; high 
school students will attend classes on 
Mondays, Wednesdays, and Fridays, and the 
middle school will attend on Tuesdays, 
Thursdays and Saturdays. 

School offidals arc hoping middle school 
students will have to attend Saturday sessions 
only through the end of March. 

But some students arc looking forward to 
leaving the 80-ycar-old middle school and (ak 
ing advantage of the high sdiool's more mod 
ern fadlities a year or two earlier. And a few 
students were just excited about spending 
less time silting in dassrooms. 

High school and middle school leaders met 
for most of Thursday to devise a schedule to 
accommodate both schools. Another priority 
was making sure schedules would meet the 
Idaho Department of Education’s required 
hours for instruction. By chopping up the 
week into two three-day blocks, educators 
were concerned that seniors would fall short 
of what they needed to graduate in May.

McCain compares himself to Ronald Reagan 

Bush says opponent 
is on the ‘low road’ 
in pivotal primary

SPARTANBURG, S.C. - John 
McCain likened himself 
Thursday to Ronald Reagan and 
Bill Clinton, two-term presidents 
who reached across party lines. 
“If we win here, I don’t see how • 
we can be stopped,!* McCain said, 
hoping for a surge of Democrats 
and independents in Saturday’s 
primary. 

Two days before the South 
Carolina contest, national front- 
rurmer George W. Bush kept up 
his case against McCain by sug- 
gesting the Arizona senator was a 
hypocrite riding his “high horse” 
down a “low road.” 

With polls predicting a tight 
race, Bu^’s supporters fear that 
a defeat in South Carolina would, 
lead to follow-up losses in 
Michigan next Tuesday and in 
Virginia seven days later, setting 
off a cataclysmic chain reaction. 
Even his allies say backers in 
Congress and elsewhere Would 
‘begin to peel away.

BOISE - A consensus plan to 
help new teachers succeed while 
enabling school districts to weed 
out poor classroom prospects 
won unanimous approval 
Thursday in the state Senate. 

“We’re elevating expectations 
of what goes on in that class- 
room,” said Republican Sen. ' 
Darrel Deide, the former long- 
time superintendent of the 
Caldwell School District. 

The legislation, which now goes 
to the House, is the product of 
what a special legislative commit- 
tee that got off to a contentious . 
start last spring over teacher con- 
tract issues but finally coalesced 
around the i 


political standing improved dra- 
matically after his victory in New 
Hampshire, bblicves he. can win 
Michigan and his home state of 
Arizona, even if South Carolina 
goes to Bush. 

“We can lose here and go on,” 
McCain told 300 veterans. “But 
I’ll tell you what, my friends: If 
wc win here, I don’t see how we 
.can be stopped.” 

Bush said South Carolina is hot 
do-or-dic. “I’m continuing one 
way or another,” he told 
reporters, acknowledging a sce- 
nario that would have been 
unthinkable just a few weeks 
ago.

Trailing far behind Bush 
among self-identified GOP vot- 
ers, McCain stepped up his 
appeal to independents and 
Democrats by promising a new 
political coalition and a dedica- 
tion to senior citizens, children 
and veterans.

reports. 

January’s winter storms helped 
case concerns about the lack of 
snow and potential droughts in 
southern Idaho, Ron 
Abramovich, water supply spe- 
cialist With the U.S. Natural 
Resources Conservation Service, 
told the panel of experts from 
various land and water manage- 
ment agencies Thursday. 

Snowpacks and the projected 
strcamflows that supply southern 
Idaho irrigation water range from, 
about 50 percent of average in 
the Big Wood Basin to 70 percent 
in the Salmon Falls and Oakley 
basins to 80 percent in the Upper 
Snake River Basin.

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The snowpacks now range from 
. about.70 to.90 percent of .avcragc 
south of the Salmon River to 110 
percent in the Clearwater ami 
Panhandle regions. 

The lowest strcamflow fore- 
casts arc the rivers which flow in 
the southern Idaho desert. Big 
Wood, Little Wood, Big Lost and 
Bear River basins arc forecast at 
45 to 65 percent of overage. They 
suffer because of low predpita- 
don in the first weeks of the snow 
year in October. 

“They were thrown a little 
curveball by the dry fall,” 
Abramovich said. 

Still, some basins are better off 
than they could be. The Owyhee 
and Camas Creek drainages arc at 
about 90 percent of average snow- 
pock after storms more than dou- 
bled depths earlier this year.

I Reflecting that goal, the land 
will hot be run by the National 
Park Service but by the Bureau 
of Land Management - which 
oversees logging, mining, graz- 
ing and recreation on hundreds 
of millions of acres of land: '

Bush contends the plan will 
enhance diversity by increasing 
outreach efforts and by admit- - 


ting the top 20 percent of each 
hi^ school senior class into state 
universities. 

Hundreds of college students, 
elected officials and others came 
from around the state to the 
Regents’' meeting at the 
-University-of-Central-Florida. 
Most said the One Florida plan 
would result in fewer minorities 
attending state universities. 

“This plan looks very good on 
paper," said Telisha Terry, 21, a 
UCF student. “But if you really 
think about it, the top 20 percent 
of students go to college anyway.” 

U.S. Rep. Corrine Brown said 
the governor and state officials- 
could not be trusted to oversee a 
system admitting enough minori- 
ty students. 

"We do not live in a colorblind 
society. Race is still a factor," said 
Brown, a Democrat from 
Jacksonville. “I’m very disap- 
pointed with what’s going oh' in 


Florida, and it’s. on example of the 
ugly side of politics." 

In addition, the regents 
approved a sysMm to admit stu- 
dents who do not meet minimum 
admission criteria by using a "stu-

Start is strong: Nearly all, 94 per- 
cent, can count to 10 and pick out 
shapes when they start kinder- 
garten. Two in three know their 
ABC’s. More than 80 percent 
make friends, cooperate and oth- 
erwise avoid bad behavior. All 
but 3 percent are in good health. 

But the news isn’t as good for 
children in poverty, single-parent 
homes and non-English speaking 
families, and those whose par- 
ents didn’t finish high, school. 
These children were less likely to 
count to 10 or recite the alphabet 
or to be in good health. 

Healthy youngsters are more 
likely to .come to school and pay 


attention, as are children who 
avoid fights and arguments, but 
the importance of family back- 
ground is becoming incrcasin^y 
evident as a factor in a child’s 
academic success, said Nicholas 
Zill, who studies children and 
families for the department. . 

“Despite the 'booming U.S. 
economy, large numbers of chil- 
dren are growing up in precari- 
ous family circumstances,” said 
ZUl. 

He said half of the children 
being studied had at least one of 
the four main family situations 
that put pupils at risk for failing 
tests, repeating grades or drop- 


ping out of school. These factors 
- a single-parent home, parents 
who didn’t finish high school, 
welfare dependency or a famUy 
that' speaks a language other 
than English - need closer atten- 
tion from policy makers and par- 
ents who have tended .to blame 
schools for the failure. 

“These difficulties cannot be 
attributed solely to bad schools, 
because children are already 
behind when they reach the 
classroom door,” ZUl said. 

Another' researcher said she 
hoped the students’ perfor- 
mances wouldn’t prompt more 
standardized testing in kinder- 
garten. 

“Learning your letters is not . 
hard,.but not every child has had 
the oppor^ity to learn |hcm,” 
said Sue Bredekamp, a Head 
Stan consultant. 

Today|s kindergartners - some . 
' of whom use computers - get ‘ 
more advanced math and read- 
ing lessons than their predcces-’ 
sors even a decade ago. she said.

TWIN FALLS -.A livestock 
operation site advisory team 
should be ready for use soon, but 
probably not in time to survey a 
proposed 4,900 animal-unit op^- 
ation near Murtaugh Lake, ISvin 
Falls county offid^ say. 

County legal officials are fin- 
ishing an agreement, called a 
memorandum of understanding, 
that vrill'go to the various state 
and federal agencies involved 
with the newly formed adt'isoiy 
team. 

'We'rs^ifSTrniynw^Hnire” 
state right now working qn a 
memorandum,” County Commis- 
sioner Bill Brodanan said. 

If a county wishes to use the 
site advisory .team, made up of . 
state Agriculture Department 
and Division of Environmental 
Quality staffers, the county’s 
commissioners must enter into 
their own agreement with the 
team. 

The team would help county 
planning and zoning commis- 
sions determine whether a pro- 
posed site. and the surrounding 
area can handle a large opera- 
tion. 

The team should be ready for 
use in about 30 days, but not in - 
time to survey Gary Stouder’s 
proposed dairy operation. 

..Stouder-hos.proposed building 

a 4,900-animal unit dairy on 673 
acres about 1 1/2 miles south of . 
Murtaugh Lake in the county’s- 
agricultural zone. 

The county’s planning and zon- 
ing commission has tabled a 
decision on Stouder’s proposal 
until March 9. 

The team could be up and ruh- 
ning in Twin Falls County in 30 
days. The sooner the county can 
lise the team, the better, Brock- 
man said. 

Jerome County Commissioner 
.Roy Prescott, chairman of the 
committee 'thoi Helped form' 'th'e ' 
site, team,' said the team will be 
beneficial in Jerome County, 
where several large animal bptf- 
ations are inter este d injetting 
up shop. T 

“We are going to use it,V 
Prescott said. “It ^ould be used 
by every county.” 

In eastern Idaho, Bannock 
County is not yet looking at 
working with the team. The 
county doesn’t really have the 
space to accommodate a large 
livestock operation, said 
Commissioner J.O. Cotant, who 
also worked on the board that 
helped create the site team. 

But it doesn’t hurt to have a 
team in place if the county needs 
some help, he said. 

“Usually when you learn all 
you can about these things, it 
mokes you smarter when they 
want to come,” Cotant said. 

Twin Falls County’s agree- 
ment will require the county to 
collect certain information 
from developers of a proposed 
livestock operation, as part of 
the developer’s application 
process, and submit the infor- 
mation to the team. The team 
will evaluate. that information 
oend report to the county within 
30 days. -

City Maintenance Director 
Richard Perkins said the algae 
bloom sometimes slows the water 
filtration process at the lagoons. 
Environmental factors such as 
snowmelt and heavy rains and 
phosphorus from area businesses 
or recreational vehicle dump 
could also be the culprits. 

The firm’s consultants will 
bc^ evaluating the ^stem with- 
in the next two weeks.

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Some like it hot: Students learn about rockets

TREMONTON, Utah - It was a 
little like the Fourth of July - 
large crowds, big bangs, lots of 
smoke and an hour of getting out 
of the parking lot. 

But for' a group of Burley High - 
School geology and advanced 
placement calculus and' physics 
students, Thiokol Propulsion’s 
rocket testing day was different 
in many respects from a fireworks 
display on Independence Day. . 

. . The rocket motor static test 
Thursday at Thiokol’s site in 
. . northern Utoh-was-condUcted to- 
stiidy the effects on materials 
that have different meldng tern* 
peratures, said Scott Hughes, 
associate geology professor at 
Idaho State University.

Planners approve changes 
to Frenchman’s Island plan

jBURLEY - A Snake River RV 
pa'rk could potentially bring 
tourist dollars into the county, 
the project’s developer said 
Tliursday. 

The Cassia Coutity Planning 
and Zoning Commission ap- 
proved amendments to Neil 
Larsen’s conditional-use permit 
for Frenchman’s Island, a plan 
that will replace proposed single- 
family housing and a golf course 
with dozens more RV sites than 
ori^nally planned. 

Rather than subdivide the 
mile-long island for about 72 
housing, units, Larsen opted to 
create sites for 339 RVs. That 
number is flexible and depends 
upon'sewer.and water require- 
.ments set by the South Central 
District Health Dcparimcm and 
the state’s Division of 
Environmental Quality, Larsen 
said. 

“This. type of integrated use 
will be’more harmonious'with the 
area and have less impact on 
sewer and water requirements,” 
Larsen wrote to the county in his 
request for .an amendment. 

Larsen said his engineers had 
figured one home site was equiv- 
alent to four to Hve RV sites in 
terms of wastewater producti on. 
En^neering will also dcicnnine 
where the ground is high enough 
to support sewage treatment, and ' 
how restroom facilities would fit 
in the picture. But locations that 
aren’t deemed suitable could eas- 
ily be transformed into dry tent- 
ing areas, Larsen said.

Trial begins in dispute over the 
-secret-life of late Charles Kuralt 


VIRGINIA cny. Mom. (AP) - 
The unknown life of the late CBS 
correspondent Charles Kuralt 
unfolded in court Thursday as his 
longtime secret companion 
sought to inherit the Montana 
fishing retreat they shared. 

The pudgy “On the Road” 
reporter died in 1997 at age 62, 
and the fight over the property 
was originally between Kuralt’s 
widow, Suzanne “Petie” Baird 
Kuralt, and his girlfriend, 
Patricio Shannon. 

But after Mrs. Kuralt died in 
October, Kuralt's two daughters 
from a previous marriage took up 
the legd battle. 

The nonjury trial, expected to 
run two days, concluded In one, 
and District Judge John 
Christensen said he expects to- 
rule within 30 doys. 

Shannon testified that Kuralt, 
the traveling correspondent 
known for his folksy reports 
about quirky Americana, played 
the role of husband and father 
for his secret family while hi| 
wife lived in New York. 

Shannon described how Kuralt 
paid for college for her children, 
provided her with money to live 
and start a business and gave her 
property in Ireland and Montana 
during their 29-ycar affair.. She 
said her son sometimes traveled 

.. with.Kuralt. while he was. on 
.i!,slgmnenn'rith'CBS“and"wenr— 
witlt him to polidcal convenrions. 

“1 considered, and I think he 
considered, and I know the chil- 
dren considered, that we were a 

family,” she testified. - - 

Shannon contends Kuralt 
intended that she have the fish- 
ing retreat, which consists of 90 
acres and a renovated school-

But 
Schorzman had actually slipped 
free from a chain that limits a 
prisoner’s movement, and he 
allegedly used it to choke the 
officer. 

Schorzman maced the officer 
with pepper spray, then beat and 
kicked him, the police report 
says, before locking him inside 
the cell and escaping.

The officer is expected to

At the congress, the Hrst since 
NATO intervention left the coun- 
try dinded and isolated, Milosevic 
sought to portray Yugoslavia as 
strong and stable under his leader- 
ship, and his aides denounced 
America in fiery language. But 
opponents said there was nothing 
. to cheer about. 

The largest opposition party, 
the Serbian Renewal Movement, 
said in a statement that congress 
delegates can only applaud “the 
ruined'country that has been 
turned into a concentration camp 
isolated in Europe.” 

Thousands of Socialist supportr 
ers - waving flags arid chanting 
“Slobo, Slobo" - were bused in 
from rural Serbia, Milosevic’s 
' stronghold, for a rolly in from of 


the congress hall. Most tvere given 
the day off from work. 

Inside, more than 2,000 dele- 
gates and as many guests attend- 
ed the conference, the fourth 
since Milosenc’s Socialists mutat- 
ed from the former Communist 
■ panyihl990. 

Milosevic, the only candidate, 
was re-elected as party chief. No 
major- policy change or reshuffle 
in the ranks resulted from the 
one-day meeting. 

In a rare public appearance, 
Milosevic used harsh language to 
signal a possible crackdown on 
the opposition, denouncing its 
leaders as pro-Westem “coloniz- 
ers, toadies and cowards.” 

“In fact, Serbia doesn’t have a 
real opposition," Milosevic said' 
• in his closing speech. “We have 
a group of paid weuklings’, spec- 
ulotors and thieves who, using 
money from abroad and the fact 
that the population lives poorly, 
manipulate the people, especial- 
ly the young.”

Spanish-language 
stations find niche 
on local airwaves

RUPERT - The distinctive 
swing of nortena cycles through 
KFTA’s sound system as 
Benjamin Reed settles in for a 
shift behind the microphone. 

For the next hour and more 
'he’ll spin records and tales and 
hawk cars and furniture from 
businesses with names any Magic 
Valley resident would recognize. 

' It’s a scene oddly familiar in a 
language yet foreign - a juxtapo- 
sition enhanced by Reed’s famil- 
iar baritone, which 'spent the ^ 
morning doing talk radio on 
KFTA’s sister, English-language 
station in Burley. 

But Spanish is the lingua fran- 
ca here at La Fantastica 970, 
broadcast from ap unprepossess- 
ing building set among the beet 
fields not far from Minico High 
School. 

“We’re the lifeline to the com- 
munity,” says Reed, a 30-year-old 
Arizona native who honed his 
language skills on an LDS mis- 
sion in Argentina. “Spanish- 
speaking (residents.of the Magic 
Valley) don’t read the newspa- 
per; this is where they get their 
information.” 

Since KFTA went on the air in 
November, Spanish-language 
radio has become a significant 
presence on the airwaves of 
south-central Idaho. It’s the 
Magic Valley’s stoond Spanish 
stadon - Gooding’s KRXR is tlie^ 
other - aimed at a demographic' 
that’s formidable. 

The Idaho Department of 
Health and Welfare’s_ Center for . 
Vital Stadsdes and Public Policy 
says there are 18,281 Hispanics in 
the eight counties of soutH-cen- 
-tral-Idaho-out-of-a-populadon-of— 


157,257. 

'Half of them. live in Mihidoka 
and Cassia counties, according 
the .Census Bureau, making up 22 
percent of the population of the 
twocoundcs. • ' 

KFTA, which-is owned by the 
Jerome-based Lee family, has 
done market research that indi- 
cates it may.be even higher. .. 

“We think it they may be as 
much as .one-third,” said Reed, 
who’s program director and oper- 
ations manager. “Whatever the 
actual number, we’ve had spon- 
sors clamoring to reach them.”

Willis, Perry make surprisingly gooed team

Bruce Willis? Often annoying. 
Matthew Perry? Often extremely 
annoying. Bruce Willis and 
Matthew Perry together in the 
same film?

“The Whole Nine Yards” has 
assorted reasons to fail. It’s filled 
with oh-so-trendy actors. It’s 
based on a highly unlikely 
premise. It descends into slap- 
stick now and then.

.Nick..“Oz” Oseransky (Perry) is 
a harried dentist who lives in a 
suburban subdivision outside 
Montreal, and he’s not exactly 
having a great year. His chain- 
smoking Quebecois wife-(Ro- 
sanna Arquette) and mother-in- 
law sit at the breakfast table 
mocking him. He owes thousands 
of dollars that were embezzled by 
his late father-in law. 

And now, the -last thing he 
needs is happening: A contract 
killer has moved in next door. 

Jimmy “The Tulip” Tudeski 
(Willis), a-Chicago-gan^and-fig- — 
ure, has settled in suburban 
Montreal after serving a five-year 
prison term. He’s killed 17 men, 
but he’s a nice guy. That, of 
course, doesn’t assuage Oz, wlio’s 
terrified. “It’s not how many peo- 
ple Pve killed,” Jimmy tells him. 
“It’s how I get along with those' 
who arc sdll alive.” 

From there, the plot spills forth 
like a beer poured too quickly. 
Suddenly Oz, his wife and even 
his perpetually perky dental 
assistant Jill (Amanda Pcet,

-turor-With-ony-action-comedy;- 
cspecially one about mobsters 
and regular schlubs who. get into 
situations not of their own mak- 
ing, the ground is well-trodden 
and the question hangs: Why do 
what’s already been done? (Not 
that moviemakers are ever 
stopped by that.) 

But .this turns on characters 
and script, and both work. 
Tliou^ the dialogue is corny at 
the outset, and there’s next to ho 
chemistry, between Perry and 
Henstridge, virtually everything 
else wrl^ llicy’rc likeable char- 


acters, and - despite the amoral 
profession of many of them - 
most (with the exception of 
Arquette’s character) arc 
admirable in a strange way. 

Willis has clearly learned 
something from his superior per- 
formance in "The Sixth Sense.”

His 
nervous tics, elastic body move- 
ments and martini-dry irony com- 
bine here to create a likeable, if 
reluctant, hero.

Will^ 
is a writer who doesn’t pay attem 
tion to (lie finer points of preserv-, 
ing a marriage or parenting. 
Pfeiffer is his wife, a crossword 
puzzle designer, who only pays 
attention to the finer points. 

: After 15 years of marriage, they 
■ agree to a trial .separation. After 
!they dispatch the two kids to 
summer camp, they begin the 
. tough basiness of living apart and 
trying .to be funny: They fail at 
both. Maybe their real problem is 
that, deep down, they’re angry 
about being one-dimensional. It’s

The movie’s not fantastic, but 
it’s better than a mere MTV-ver- 
sion of “Midnight Express,” 
thanks to director Jonathan 
Kaplan’s atmo.spheric doom and 
gloom and screenwri^r David 
Arata’s chilling evocation of 
Thailand’s bizarre penal system.

• “In Too Deep” (R).- In this 
cliched crime story, Jeffrey Cole 
(Omar Epps) is an undercover 
cop on die trail of a gan^ter (LL 
Cool J) who calls himself “God.” 
Pretending to be a criminal from 
Akron, Ohio, Cole joins “God’s” 
-inner-circle, which -means-doing- 
what the bad boys do. Off duty, 

. he meets Positive Character 
Myra (Nia Long), who offers a 
. future .free of guns, drugs and 
posing. Will Cole go straight or 
cliase the G-man one last time? 
The atmosphere, thanks to the 
cast’s a^rcssive enthusiasm, is 
gritty; and there are strong per-, 
formances (insofar as the' movie 
allows them) from Epps and LL 
Cool.J. But director Michael 
Ryiner and writers Michael 
Henry Brown and Paul Aaron are 
hizily‘.Siimplihg the genre, with a 
predictable storyline and hack- 
neyed gangsia .strutting. Contains 
brutal torture, rape, gun violence 


and obscenity. 

• “The Lovers on the Bridge" 
(R) - In this extraordinary movie 
by Leos Carax, Juliette Binoche 
is a homeless painter rapidly los- 
ing her sight. Denis Lavant is 
Alex, a vagrant dependent on 
cheap wine and sedatives. Both 
— dwellers on Paris’-famous bridge, 
Le Pont-Neuf,.they develop a ten- 
tative friendship, based on wine- 
fueled.loneliness and despera- 
tion. Then the relatipnship be- 
comes stronger but piore threat- ' 
cning. • ■ 

The movie’s documentary-like 
depiction of homeles^ess piills.no 
punclies. But it has some inspii^ 
moments, including an almost-- 
MGM-musical scene in which the 
couple dance together on the 
bridge against a romantic back- 
drop of fireworks. In French with 
subtitles.- Contains depressing 
depictions of homelessness, nudi- 
ty, physical assault and sex scenes. - 

• “Joe the King” (R) - In Frank 


Whaley’s relentlessly depressing 
drama, Joe (Noah Fleiss) is a kid 
growing up with a drunken, abu- 
sive father (Val Kilmer), a dispir- 
ited mother (Karen Young) and a 
bitter brotlier (Max Ligosh). His 
teachers mistreat him. His life is 
horrible. But there's something 
about-his-underlying-goodwiil— 
that suggests he might make it 
out of this hell alive. Tliat is, until 
he 'takes criminal measures to 
clear up his father’s debt. Like 
Francois Truffaut’s “The 400 


Blows,” which it occasionally 
resembles, “Joe the King” leads

. nine mythic daughters of Zeus, 
whose breathy suggestions have 
inspired artists for all eternity. 
Phillips hires' Sarah (Sharon 
Stone), a beautiful muse whose 

— satisficd-clicnts-includc^James- 

Camcron, Rob Reiner and Martin 
Scorsese. But as he discovers, 
Sarah doesn’t actually do any 
work. She simply in^ircs. Ahd 
her living expenses are hell. 
When Sarah moves in. with 
Philiips and his wife (Andie 
MacDowell), things get even 
more complicated. As always, 
writer-director Brooks’ mar- 
velously forlorn perspective - 
that the world may think it’s nor- 
mal but is in fact completely 
crazy - sparks comedy at every 
turn. And jokes abound, at the 
expense of Hollywood. Contains 
mild sexual situations and lan- 
guage, and momentary nudity.

AMES, Iowa (AP) - Fifty-five 
years have passed since Iowa 
State last won a conference 
championship in basketball. The 
.school has gone through nine 
coaches since then and the 
league has changed names three 
times. 

Finally, the Cyclones could be 
on tlic verge of ending that 
drought. Picked to finish near 
the bottom of the conference,- 
No. 14 lown State is alone in first 
' place in the Big 12 with five 
games to play. 

A 64-62 victory at Kansas on' 
Wednesday night, Iowa State’s 
first at Allen Ficldhousc since 
1982, left the Cyclones 10-1 in 

the league. They’re one game 

ahead of Texas and Oklahoma 
State, both of whom-visit Ames 
next week. 

The school’s first basketball 
championship since the Big Six 
title in 1*945 is there for the tak- 
ing. 

“For the first time, I thought 
about the conference champi- 
onship last night," coach Larry 
Eustachy said Thursday. “If you 
win your home games, you’re at 
least co-champion. And then 
we’d have to win. one road game. 


So it’s there. 

“But those are two great teams 
coming in, the best we’ve played 
by far. If we’re good enough, 
we’U do it. If not, then we’re no: 
good enough.”

Now, the ban, which carries a 15-yard penalty, applies to offensive 
players in motion in any direction, induding the neutral zone and 10 
yai^ beyond.

WASHINGTON Federal Reserve 
Chairman Alan Greenspan Thursday 
. declared the current good times “unprece- 
dented in my half-century of observing the 
American economy.” But he cautioned that 
inflation dangers still exist and put finan- 
cial markets on notice to expect further 
intere.st rate increases. 

Presenting the Federal Reserve’s twice-a- 
year report on the economy to Congress, 
Greenspan said conditions are remarkable 
with the 9-year-long expansion, a record, 
turning in exceptionally rapid growth that 
has driven unemployment to a 30-year low 
of 4 percent. 

Ninety minutes before Greenspan spoke, 
the Labor Deptirtmcnt reported that whole- 
sale prices were unchanged in January and 
(hat when the volatile energy and food sec- 
tors are excluded, the Producer Price Index 
fell by 0.2 percent. 

- Even though inflation has remained low 
outside of a burst in energy prices, 
Greenspan said, this favorable condition 
cannot last unless the growth rate ^ows to 
less than the 4 percent-plus gains of the 
past three years. 

Greenspan tied his worries to the eight 
labor markets and fears that workers will 
begin to demand higher wages that could 
set off an inflationary spiral. Since last 


June, the central bank has been trying to 
slow the economy, raising a key interest 
rate it controls by a full percentage point. ' 

However, Greenspan said Thursday 
there is little evidence that those four quar- 
ccFpoinrincr eases - in the fed e i a l-funds-rate 
have had much impact. 

“To date, interest-sensitive spending has 
remained robust and the FOMC (Federal 
Open Market Committee) will have to stay 
alcn for signs that r^.interest rates have 
not yet risen enough to bring the growth of 
demand into line with that of potential sup- 
ply,” Greenspan said'in testimony to the 
House Banking Committee. “Achieving 
that alignment seems more pressing today 
than it did earlier." 

Analysts believe that the FOMC, the 
group of Fed board members in Washington 
and Fed regional bank presidcnis that sets 
interest rate policy, will boost rates for a 
fifth dme Mor^ 21 and very likely willnuse 
rates a sixth time in May.

WASHINGTON - If electronic commerce 
is the revolution, then state and local soles 
taxes ntay be the monarchs facing the guil- 
lotine. 

A Main Street retailer faced with 
Internet competitors can start a Web site 
and Join the revolution. But the Supreme 
Court has ruled rwice that states cannot 
compel retailers to collect sales tax once a 
sale crosses state lines. And the Internet is 
all about obliterating boundaries. 

“The existing system of soles tax will not 
work in the 21.st-century," said Utah Gov. 
Mike Leavitt, a Republican. “It is unthink- 
ably complex and incompatible with the 
direction of commerce in the world." 

Forty-six states, the District of Columbia 
and thousands of cities and counties collect 
sales toxes. 

A strong economy has boosted sales tax 
receipts. But as more sales move to the 
Internet, state and local officials fear that 
sales tax collections will fall sharply. 

Some Republicans promoting the 
Internet including Arizona’s Sen. John 
McCain and Ohio’s Rep. John Kosich want 
the guillotine. 

"Only Congress can authorize one state to 
compel sellers in another state to collect 
Net taxes. And the American people would 
never stand for it,” said House Majority 
Leader Dick Armey, R-Texas. 


But the federol Advisory Commission on 
Electronic Commerce that’s exploring rec- 
ommendations for Congress about ^temet 
sales taxes is strongly cUvided as it heacls to 
Dallas for its final meeting March 20-21. 

"It’s a rca) war,” said Virginia Gov. 
James Gilmore, o Republican who is the 
chairman of the commission and who wants 
to exempt Internet commerce from sales 
taxes. 

At least 13 of the 19 commission mem- 
bers have to agree for the cohimlsslon to 
make recommendations to Congress. 

Leavitt, who with Dallas Mayor Ron Kirk 
is one of Gilmore’s chief advenaries on the 
commission, predlas there won’t be a con- 
sensus. He wants the states to enact their 
own reforms and ultimately coUect sales 
taxes from out-of-state retailers. 

Kirk has said he’s fighting to protect what 
could be “a very serious erosion” of state 
and local tax bases. 

"None of us wonts to pay taxes,” Kirk 
said in an interview last fall. “But you cer- 
tainly don’t want the phone to go unan- 
swered when you have a fire, or when you 
have a need for police.” 

Dean Andal, also a member of the com- 
mission and a chairman of California’s tax- 
administering Board of Equalization, favors 
putting the status quo into explicit legisla- 
tive language. Under a 1992 Supreme Court

During that hiatus, the amount 
of business done over the 
Internet seems sec to multiply. 
And several companies are 
already adapting their Internet 
marketing strategies to the sales 
tax environment. 

Not having to collect sales 
taxes gives online retailers a 
price advantage over brick-and- 
mortar stores. And they’re not 
shy about using it. 

Amazon.com, Uie online retail- 
e^f^ooks ^d just_atout every-, 
dung else, began iii Seattle, and 
applied sales taxes only for 
Washington state residents. It has 
since bi^t distribution centers In

seven states with low to no soles 
taxes. 

In 1997, Amazon.com sued to 
force its competitor, 
Barnesandnoblc.com, to collect 
sales taxes in every state where 
there is a Barnes & Noble store. 
The companies later agreed to 
quit suing each other and fight it 
out in the marketplace, and 
Barnesandnobic.com collects 
sales tax in only three states. 

Wal-Mart joined with a vennire 
capital partner in January .to 
incorporate a new endty named 
Wal-Mart.com Inc. in Palo AJto, 
Calif. The company's Web site 
moved to the new firm. Althou^ 
Wal-Mart stores exist in more than 
2,000 communities nationwide, 
Wal-Mart.com intends to collect 
sales taxes only in the three states 
where it will have offices 
California, Arkansas and Ut^. 

“We remain committed to ere-. 
. ating a more simplified, unlfonn 
sales and use tax, where all reef- 
ers are compelled to collect,” said 
Wal-Mart spokesman Les 
Copeland.

. country vulnerable in coming 
months to a big price spike if 
supplies suddenly drop further. 

But he also noted that because 
of conservation moves by busi- 
nesses, tlTe amount of energy 
needed in U.S. production has 
declined significantly in recent 
years. 

In his testimony, Greenspan 
noted that tight labor markets 
have yet to increase wage pres- 
sures and in fact unit labor costs, 
a measure of wages tied to out- 
put, actually declined in the sec- 
ond half of 1999. 

He ticd.this good news to a 
remarkable rebound in the 
growth of productivity, the 
amount of output per hour of 
work, which helps keep infladon 
low by oUowing employers to pay 
for higher salaries through 
increase production rather than - 
raising prices. 

But even If the gains in produc- 


tivity continue, he said, they 
could have a downside, for the 
economy by pushing soaring 
stock prices even higher. The 
Wall Street boom has con- 
tributed to the surge in con- 
sumer demand as investors have 
spent their stock gains with 
abandon. 

As part of his testimony, 
Greenspan presented the Fed’s 
. new economic forecast for 2000. 
In terms of growth, the Fed was 
slightly more optimistic than the 
administration or' the 
Congressional Budget Office, 
predicting the gross domestic 
product will expand by around 
3.5 percent this year. President 
Clinton based his current budget 
on a slower 2.9 percent predic- 
tion. 

“Although the outlook Is cloud- 
ed by a number of uncertainties, 
the central tendencies of the pro- 
jections imply continued g<^ 
economic performance in the 
United States,” Greenspan told 


the committee. 

The Fed was also more opti* 
mistic that infladon will slow this 
year, predicting that an Infladoa 
gauge tied to the GDP will rise 
by around 1.75 percent to 2 per- 
cent, compared to an increase of 
2 percent last year.. ' 

As he has in the past, 
Greenspan urged Congress to 
devote the huge federal budget, 
surpluses being generated by die 
good economic rimes to paying 
down the national debt rather 
chan using the money for 
increased federal spending or 
cutting tax(». 

“Maintaining the surpluses 
and using them to repay debt 
over coming years will continue 
to be an important way the fed- 
eral government can encourage 
productivity-enhancing invest- 
ment and rising' standards of liv- 
ing,” Greenspan said. “We can-.., 
not afford to be lulled Into let- 
ting down our guard on bud- 
getary matters."

Steelworkers members began 
distributing thousands of eight- 
page color fliers to residents near 
the Mead plant.

“Wo think there are some very 
serious problems here, and they 
need to be addressed,” said . 
Diane Heminway, an environ-' 
mental research consultant hired 
by the union to look into the 
plant’s record. 

Scott Lamb, a spokesman for 
Houston-based Kaiser, disputed 
die aliegacions, calling them a 
“gross distortion.” 

“The Mead plant has operated 
during the labor dispute in sub- 
stantial compliance with local 
state, and federal regulations," 
he said. The majority of the pol- 
lution episodes dtod by the union 
have been isolated incidents that 
' have been fixed, he added. 

The state Department of 
Ecology ha.s fined Kaiser 
5169,200 during die dispute over 
violations at Mead. All the fines 
have .been' paid, agency spokes- 
woman Jani Gilbert said. 

Later this month, the Ecology 
Department will announce two 
new fines over alleged water- 
quality violations at Mead, 
Gilbert said. And two notices of 
air-quality violations sent outlast 
Friday could eventually result In 
fines, she said.

Still, farm labor activists and 
environmentalists say the report 
fails to fully gauge the number of 
workers sickened by pesticides 
every year because just a frac- 
tion of the cases are ever report- 
ed. 

The state gathers its informa- 
tion either from reports that doc- 


tors ore re<)uired to file with the 
Department of Pesticide 
Regidation each time they treat, 
pesticide poisoning victims, or 
from worker compensation forms 
stricken workers file with the 
state. 

“Many doctors don’t know 
about the reporti^ requirements 
and many pesticide illnesses are 
not diagnosed because workers 
don’t always go to the doctor if 
they’re sick,” said Justin Ruben, 
the San Joaquin Valley organizer 
for the watchdog group Pesticide 
Watch. 


SPOKANE, Wash. (AP) - 
Peter Gorseth, an American hon-

- Gorseth was a 25-year-old 
farmer in Irene, S.D., in 1918 
when he was drafted and sent to 
France as a veterinarian’s assis- 
tant. 

It was an important job in a 
war. in which horses and mules 
moved guns, supplies and 
armies. 

He arrived in Bordeaux, 
France, on Nov.. 12, 1918, one 
day after the fitting stopped. 
He worked the next seven 
months in a makeshift vet clinic 
earning $24 per month. 

Last February, the French 
government tracked Gorseth 
down and awarded him the 
Insignia of Chevalier of the 
Legion of Honor - (he highest 
decoration the French govern- 
ment can give to a non-nation- 
al. 

The French have attempted to 
' award the honor to all living 
American veterans of the wax - 
estimated at fewer than 1,500. 

“It's nice, but I don’t know if I 
earned it,” Gorseth said at the 
time. 

Gorsjish settled in Spokane in 
1937. His wife, Anna Marie, 
gave birth to their son, Royce 
Gorseth, a year later. 

He ran an'icti cream store, 
worked at the Geiger Field com- 
missary, then as a plumber's 
helper, an electrician’s helper 
and finally as a groundskeeper 
at Riverside Park Cemetery. He 
retired at 83. 

A service for Gorseth was 
scheduled Feb. 22 at Pilgrim 
Lutheron Church in Spokane. 
He is survived by his wife, Anna 
Marie; his son, Royce, and- his 
daughter-in-law, Annette. •

Nevadans pledge 
to cooperate in face 
pf competition 

RENO, Nev. (AP) - Leaders 
from the casino industry, tourism 
and govenunent consider expand- 
ed gambling in California a seri- 
ous threat to Nevada. 

They also agreed during a day- 
long meeting in Reno on 
Wednesday that continued coop- 
eration among the often rival fac- 
tions is crucial to the future of 
Nevada’s tourism industry. 

“We are looking at the gorilla 
‘on the doorstep,” University of 
Nevada, Reno economics profes- 
.sor Bill Eadington said. 

; - Eadington, who heads UNR’s 
-Institute ’ for the Study of 
‘Gambling and Commercial 
ICjaming, said northern Nevada’s 
gambling- and tourism-based 
economy, which gets half its visi- 
tors from California, faces a 
firestorm of competition after the 
expected passage March 7 of 
Proposition lA in California. 

The measure would legalize 
Nevada-style slot machines and 
•would more than double the 
iroughly 20,0(X) slots already oper- 
iating without state or federal 
' {approval. It also would expand— 
{Indian gamblings 
! Wall Street analysts and others 
'estimate a 13-to-20-plus-percent 
Icut in northern Nevada gambling 


revenues, which help finance 
many public programs and ser- 
vices. 

“There’s dearly greater aware- 
ness of this problem and there is 
greater willingness to work 
together to overcome the chal- 
lenges” the region faces os a desti- 
nation, and chat is key to the' 
area’s survival, Eadington said. 

The forum followed a similar 
meeting a year ago after the pas- 
sage of Proportion 5 in CuUfomia 
in 1998 Uiat would have expanded 
Indian gambling.

To drive along Route 2 in 
rural Connecticut, where the 23- ' 
story Foxwoods casino resort 
suddenly appears above the 
woods like some Emerald City, 
is to contemplate the future of 
California. 

The $1 billion-n-year casino 
business was launched by a 
struggling Indian tribe that just 
15 years ago was growing let- 
tuce and running a pizza parlor. 

Today, the Indian-run 
Foxwoods Resort Casino is the 
largest in the world, with 5,900 
slot machines - far more than 
any Las Vegas casino - three 
hotels and showrooms that host 
the likes of Luciano Pavarotti 
and Rod Stewart. 

Just as the 1993 legalization 
of slot machines in Connecticut 
changed the state’s landscape, 
'passage next month of 
Proposition lA would inex- 
orably olter the face of gam- 
bling in California. 

With the measure’s expected 
approval — on — March — 7,- 
California’s Indian tribes will be 
authorized to have roughly the 
same number of one-armed ban- 
dits as the Las Vegas Strip. 


The state’s slot machine epi- 
center will become the Palm 
Springs region, where the Agua 
Caliente Indians plan to remake 
their existing downtown, casino 
into a $100 million facility and 
are eagerly contemplating a sec- 
ond cosino.

Anthony 
Barrell crashed Wednesday dur- 
ing a training mission over the 
Barry M. Goldwater bombing 
range in southwestern Arizona. 
Barrell ejected safely. 

Cause of the crash, the eighth 
since fall 1998 involving an F-16 
flying, out of this base in 

Glendale, had yet t o be deter- 

mined. 


The $20 million jet was port of 
(he 56(h Fighter Wing at Luke, 
the world's largest F-16 training 
base, flying about 180 sorties a' 
day. 

Brig. Gen. John Barry, who 
turned over command of the base 
on Tuesday to Col. Stephen 
Sargeant, said that with availabil- 
ity of the vast, 2.7 million-acre 
Goldwater Range, Luke flies its 
planes the way they are flown in 
combat 

“So, if they’re going to start 
showing the cracks someplace in 
the system, they’re probably 
going to show here,” Barry said.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - The 
deaths of three illegal immigrants 
crowded into a canvas-topped 
cargo ointainer ond stashed on a 
ship headed for Seattle ore hon^- 
ic evidence of the critical crime 
and security issues at the nation’s 
ports, according to U.S. Sen. 
Dianne Fcinstcin. 

“We need much more coordi- 
nated fcdpral oversight and addi- 
tional personnel and technology at 
America'^ seaports,” said 
Fcinstcin, D-Calif., Wednesday 
during the public session of the 
. Imeragenty Commission on Crime 
and Security In U.S. Seaports. 
’-‘Not to do this is really to create a 
No. 1 target for those who would 
wish to put our country in harm’s 
way.” Panel co-Chair Raymond 
KeUy, commissioner of the U.S. 
Customs Service, said increased 
trade during the post decade has 
-amplified the shortcomings at the— 


nation’s ports. 

The commission’s aim, he said, 
is to create solutions (hat arc 
“viable, cost effective and sound.” 

Feinstein cited numerous secu- 
rity lapses at U.S. ports, including 
the nearby Port of Oakland. She 
said some of the nation’s largest 
illegal drug and automatic 
weapons seizures had occurred at 
Uie port on San Franci.sco Bay. 

“The reason so many illegal 
drugs flood our seaports is simple: 
It is often cheaper for a drug 
smuggler to hide a large load of 
illegal drugs among legitimate 
ship cargo than to break it up, dis- 
tribute it among various “mules,” 
have them sneak it across the bor- 
der, and then have to consolidate 
it,” she said. In addition to drugs 
and Weapons, Feinstein discussed 
immigrant smuggling aboard 
ships - in cargo containers the 
size of tractor-mdlers.- 


“Becau.se cargo ships can carry 
■ up to 1,000 containers and these 
can be stacked up to 10 high, 
searching for illegal aliens is lB<e 
looking for the proverbial needle 
in a haystack,” she said. 

Tlirce Chinese immigrants died 
while aboard a ship headed from 
Hong Kong to Seattle last month. 
Fifteen other immigrants were 
' found in the cargo container, ill - 
and dehydrated after several 
weeks at sea. 

“The container had been torn 
in a number of places, as if the 
people inside had been trying to 
claw their way out,” she said. 
"Longshoremen had to remove 
35 containers before reaching the 
one containing the stowaways.” 

Feinstein also warned of the 
threat of terrorism throu^ the 
nation’s ports, including'thc 
— transport.of weapons’ an d mun i- 
dons.
